FAMOUS BRITISH CRUISER 
ARETHUSA STRUCK BY AMINE 


——e™ 


Vessel That Had Part in Helgoland Battle 48 
Hours After Being Finished and Which 
Sank Bluecher Expected to Be Wrecked. 


LONDON, Feb. 14.—The British cruis- 
er Arethusa struck a mine today off the 
east coast of England, according to @ 
statement issued by the British Press 
Bureau. It is feared, the statement 
adds, the vessel will be a total wreck. 


The official statement says: 

His majesty’s ship Arethusa, Commo- 
core Reginald Y. Tyrwhitt, has struck 
a4 mine off the East Coast. It is feared 
she will become a total wreck. About 
© men were lost.’ 

The Arethusa, of 3520 tons, had not 
been out of her builder's hands 48 hours 
before she took part in one of the most 
intportant naval battles in the North 
Sea since the war—the engagement cff 
Helgoland, Aug: 28, 1914. In this battle 
three German cruisers, the Meinz, the 
Koeln and the Ariadne, and two German 
torpedo boat destroyers were sunk by 
Admiral Beatty’s squadron. The Are- 
thusa was severely handled and after 
the battle had to be taken in tow.

It was a torpedo from the Arethusalriates. The Arethusa carried two six- 


er Bluecher and sent her to the bottom 
in the great North Sea battle between 
Beatty’s squadron and a German squad-

An officer who was in command of 
the torpedo tubes when they fired, sink- 
ing the Bluecher, explained to journal- 
ists visiting the fleet last January the 
vorkings of the appdratus. 


“First we-let go that one,” he said,

ofi there about 1500 yards. The thing 
that impressed me after we hit her was 
the deathly stillness. It was terribly 
still until the great big ship threw up 
rer bow, turned clean over and sank.” 

Scars of battle were pointed out by the 
officers all over the Arethusa. A deck 
galley amidship had been entirely shot 
away. One dent in the side armor was 
rcinted out as big as a washbowl. The, 
upper works were literally peppered 
with shrapnel, but the scars had been 
bandaged with two-inch riveted steel

It saves the voters’ time, 
and insures one big, well-attended meet- 
ing in each important place, instead of 
a series of poorly attended individual 
rallies.”’ 

Vandiver said that, to show his con- 
fidence in his own candidacy, and to be 
consistent with his own previous dec- 
larations, it was his purpose to resign 
the subtreasurership before long. He 
has previously declared, he said, that 
a man should not “‘hold to one office and 
grab for another.”

DEMOTED FOR NEGLECT 


Man Whose Name Is Withheid 
Has Just Resigned; Blamed

The resignatior. of a. National Bank 0° 
Commerce clerk, who formerly was 2 
teller, has brought te light the story of 
the disappearance of $2500 in silver from 
one of the cages in the bank, about 18 
months ago. « 

After the disappearance of the money 
the teller was demoted, but continued 
in the bank’s service as a clerk. A few 
days ago, when on his vacation, he r2- 
signed, after telling officials of the 


bank he was going to look for ‘another 
position. 
Bank Withholds His Name. 

J. A. Lewis, vice president and cash- 
ier of the bank today said it would be 
an injustice to the clerk to make his 
name public, as the bank did not be- 
lieve he was in any way criminally re- 
sponsible for the disappearance of the 


money. 
As Lewis explained it, this teller re- 


ceived four packages of silver dollars 
late in the day when he was. busy 
counting other currency. He put the 
sacks on the floor in his cage. At the 
close of bueiness hours he put all the 
cther money in the bank vault, but for- 
got the four sacks of silver on the floor, 
The next morning-~-he arrived at the 
bank early and told of his forgetfulness. 
No trace of the money could be found. 
After thorough investigation it was ¢de- 
cided that the teller was guilty of 
vothing more serious than carelessness, 
und he readily agreed to accept a demo- 
ticn. Recently he told officials of the 
benk he would like to look for work 
elsewhere if no obstacles would be 
thrown in his way. An éarly vacation 
was granted to him two weeks ago and 
last Thursday he sent in his resigna-

Lewis said the total weight of the 
four sacks of money was about 136 
pounds. 

About 20 scrubwomen work in the 
bank building after business hours and 
others, including clerks working over- 
time, are also sometimes admitted io 
the bank quarters. Lewis said he did 
not believe the money was taken by 
anyone directly employed by the bank. 
There was no loss to the bank, as ‘the 
disappearance of the money was cov- 
ered by insurance.

Text of the Circular. 
The circular follows: 
“To principals: 


“1. Elephant Day. At its meeting on} ¢ 


Feb. 8, 1916, the Board of Education au- 
thorized the Superintendent of Instruc- 
tion to make plans that would~ permit 
the children of the schools to contribute 
te the purchase of an elephant for the 
&t. Louis Zoological Garden. The Board 
of Control requests that no child te 
permitted to give more than 6 cents, but 
earnestly hopes that each child may be 
able to contribute at least one penny for 
this purpose. 

“It is suggested that the children of 
each schoolroom, under the guidance of 
their teacher, select a captain and a 
lieutenant whose business it shall be 
(1) to encourage the contril.ution by all 
cf the children in the room, and 2) to 
hand the money so collected to the prin- 
cipal of the school. 

“It is asked that the principals of the 
schools receive this money, credit the 
amount to each room, and turn the 
whole collection as the collection from 
the schoo] over to the office of the Su. 
perintendent of Instruction, where it 
will be held for an@ deliver 
Rebert H. Keiser, treasurer of the Zo- 
clogical Society. : 

“A certificate will be given to each 
child contributing, showing that he has 
uelped in this good cause. A silk flag 
Will be given to the school making the 
largest contribution in proportion to the 
attendance at that school. 

“Please set aside Feb. 29 ag the. day on 
which these collections will be taken up 
ai the school and call it “Hlephant 
Day.”

The rescued man said the Admiral 
Charner was sunk on the morning of 
Feb. 8 He declared there was no time 
to use the lifeboats.

AUSTRIANS DROP 


BOMBS ON MILAN 
AND RAVENNA 


Six Persons Said to Have Been 
Killed in Raid in North- 
ern Italy. 


LONDON, Feb. 14.—A Reuter dispatch 
from Milan says six persons were killed 
and several injured by bombs dropped 
from aeroplanes which appeared over 
the city this morning. 

The dispatch says several aeroplanes 
took part in the raid, which was mado 
at 9 a.m. Anti-aircraft guns opened a 
heavy fusillade and the aeroplanes dis- 
appeared after dropping bombs. The 
material damage was small. The 
casualties were all among civilians. 

Milan, the second city of Italy, with a 
population of more than 500,000, is close 
to the Italian battle front in the Tren- 
tino and undoubtedly has been used as 
a base for the army. The city contains 
a number of famous churches and other 
structures. 

Austrian aeroplanes made a raid Sat- 
urday over Ravenna and the neighbor- 
ing towns of Codigoro and Bottrighe, 
in Northeastern Italy, near the Adri- 
atic. A Havas dispatch from Rome says 
15 persons were killed and a number 
wounded. Several women and children 
were among the injured. A hospital and 
the Basilica of Sant’ Apolinare at Ra- 
venna were damaged. 


The Church of Sant’ Apollinare was 
erected in the year 535 and 538 and was 
consecrated in 549 by St. Maximiam. It 
was restored in 1779 and is the largest of 
the bascilicas still existing at Ravenn«.

He said «ae 
did not expect that more than three out 
of the 35 delegates would be opposed to 
Hadley and two of those will be the 
delegates from the Third Congressional 
District. elected at Excelsior Springs 
Saturday. Hadley is in Roswell, N. M.. 
for his health, but will return to Kan- 
sas City to participate in th: municipal 
campaign. 

A movement is also on foot to elact 
siadley permanent chairman of the Re- 
publican State convention at Excelsior 
Springs, April 6 Friends of E. E. E. 
McJimgey of Springfield are pushing him 
for the temporary chairmanship of the 
convention. ; 

Dickey Expected to Profit. 

The business of the convention of 
Young Republican Clubs was of second- 
ary importance to the slate-making anc 
boosting of the different candidates It 
ic believed that Walter S. Dickey of 
Kansas City will derive the greater 
venefit from the withdrawal of Hadley 
‘rom the senatorial race. Hadley and 
Dickey have been close personal and 
politica] friends. Tolerton said that =2 
._s for Dickey, but that Hadley wou:d 
not take sides as between Dickey and 
Thomas J. Akins of St. Louis, who has 
announced his candidacy for United 
States Senator. 

State Chairman Jacob L. Babler of St. 
Louis, who is one of the leading sup- 
porters of Dickey, declares that the 
withdrawal of Hadley insures the nomi- 
nation of Dickey by an overwhelming 
majority. 

The meeting of the club and the ban 
quet to be held tonight in the conven- 
tion hall attracted 1500 delegates from 
all parts of the State. All the candi- 
dates and prospective candidates for 
state offices are here. Former Supreme 
Judge Henry Lamm of Sedalia arrived 
last night, accompanied by a big crowd 
of his neighbors who are aiding him in 
his candidacy for Governor. Charles C 
Morris of St. Joshph, E. E. E. McJim- 
sey of Springfield and John E. Swang. 
er of Sedalia, all of whom would like 
tc run for Governor, have been holding 
numerous conferences to determine 
which one should make the race. 

Morris declares that he will not step 
aside for either of the other two arm 
the impression prevails that Swanger 
and McJimsey will not file. Delegates 
from all parts of the State bring reports 
that Judge Lamm is, leading in the race 
for the governorship.

PARENTS OF GIRL 
KILLED BY POISON 
WANT ORPET FREED 


Marian Lambert’s Father and 
Mother Doubt That Student 
Gave Her Fatal Potion. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 14.—The mother of 
Marian Limiert, the Lake Forest Ligh- 
school girl found dead in the woods near 
the suburb iast Thursday. has appealed 
to State’s Attorney Dady of Lake Coun- 
ty to release William H, Orpet, the 
University of Wisconsin junior held at 
Waukegan on a charge of murder. 
Frank Lambert, father of the girl, as- 
sented to the plea of his wife. ‘The 
Lamberts tolfi the State’s Attorney they 
had doubt of the suilt of Young Orpet 
and they hac no desire to be vindictive 
toward the young man. 

State’s Attorney Dady said today 
there was no evidence that Orpet gave 
his former sweetheart the poison which 
killed her. 

Poison Container Missing. 

The nature of the poison has been de- 
termined by a partial analysis of the 
stomach. Tne officers are puzzled at 
being unable to find the container. 
Sheriff Griffin said his men had 
searched evcry section of the woods 
where the body was found and had vis- 
ited every drug store in Madison and 
in towns aiong the lake shore from 
Waukegan t+ Evanston. Pictures of 
Orpet were siiown, but no evidence that 
he had purchased poison was developed. 

In the letters which passed between 
the girl and Orpet—35 written by hiia 
and 2 by her—the romance of the two 
has been traced from its inception to 
the time of the tragedy. The missives 
show, the officers say, that alarm was 
felt about the girl’s condition as early 
as last September, but the crisis passed 
and their fears were allayed until re- 
cently.

NO COMPETITIVE 
BIDS ON RAILWAY 
EXCHANGE BUILDING 


$4,500,000 Contract Awarded 
on Architect’s Estimate, R. 
M. Jones Says in Deposition. 


The deposition of R. McKittrick Jones, 
chairman of the board of directors of 
the Hargadine-McKittricx Dry, Goods 
Co., Was made public today, when the 
receivership suit of three stockholders 
against the company came to trial in 
Judge Shields’ court. 

Details of the financing and construc- 
tion of the 2l-story $4,500,000 Railway 
Exchange Building, which had an im- 
rortan: part in the financial troubles of 
the Hargadine-McKittrick company, 
were treated in Jones’ deposition, which 
Was taken recently by Matt G. Rey- 
nolds, attorney for the plaintiffs. 

The receivership suit was laid over, at 
this morning’s session of court, until 
afternoon, so that counsel could strike 
out some parts of the original petition. 
The plaintiffs, Christian J. and George 
ix. Zietinger and Gus Ralph, announced 
that they would not insist on proving al! 
the points covered in their oginal peti- 
tion, which was filed in December. 

No Competitive Bids. 

Jones testified in his deposition that 
the contract for the construction of the 
cailway Exchange Building was let to 
the Westlake Construction Co. without 
competitive bids. This was done, he 
said, because of a belief that it would 
be cheaper. Mauran & Russell, archi- 
tects, got a fee of 5 per cent of the 
cost of construction, Jones said. 

He said that while everything possibile 
was done to keep within the estimate, 
the architects’ commission had no such 
condition attached to it, and that no 
penalty was fixed for failure to com- 
plete the building within a given time. 


It took 18 months. 
He said the Liquidating Committee, in 


charge of settling the dry goods compa- 
ny's-.affairs,-had paid all creditors, and 
had on hand about $525,000 of assets, in- 
cluding $150,000 cash. These assets, he 
said, will be held to satisfy contingent 
liabilities of about $¢€0,000 a year, grow- 
ing out of leaseholds in the Pontiac and 
Pierce buildings, which the Railway 
Exchange Building Co. took over when 
the Missouri Pacific and Cotton Belt 
railroads moved into the Railway Ex- 
change Building. 

The Hargadine-McKittrick Co. paid 
$80,000 for these leaseholds last year, and 
Jan. 1 $52,000 more became due, but has 
not been paid, as, according to Jones, 
this indebtedness is a problem that the 
company has to solve. 

Firm’s “Good Will” Sold. 

The Hargadine-McKittrick Co., Jones 
said, cannot resume business under that 
name, as the firm’s ‘‘good will” was 
sold, with its stock, to the Ely-Walker 
Dry Goods Co., at a figure which is es- 
timated to amount to 9% cents on the 
dollar. 

G. H. Walker received $20,000 from the 
Hargadine-McKittfick Liquidating Com- 
mittee, for making the sale, Jones said. 
Walker is a director of the Ely-Walker 
Dry Goods Co., and Jones had, at .he 
time of the sale, a small interest, in the 
brokerage firm of G. H. Walker & Co. 

The money for erecting the Railway 
Exchange Building, Jones testified, came 
from the sale of annuities and bonds, 
and payment was made through the St. 
Louis Union Trust Co., trustee, by agree- 
ment with the subscribers to the build- 
ing syndicate. The McKittrick family 
furnished $300,000 toward constructing 
the building, Jones said. Jones has a 
claim for $7000 against the Hargadine- 
McKittrick company for salary as chair- 
man of the board of directors, and 
Thomas H. McKittrick, it was stated, 
has also a Salary claim, while McKit- 
trick’s personal acceunt with the com- 
pany, Jones stated, is somewhat over- 
drawn. 

His Salary $500 a Month. 

Jones said his own salary, as president 
of the liquidating committee, was $500 
a month, and that he also drew a salary 
as president of the building company. 

The $525,000 assets now on hand, he 
testified, included $180,000 cash, 487% 
shares of Department Store Investment 
Co. stock valued at $25,000; Railway Ex- 
change Building Co. bonds, $250,000: stock 
in Furlander Cloak Co., valued at $10,000: 
outstanding accounts of the dry goods 
company, $50,000; real estate, chattels, 
etc., $10,000.

The campaign for a bond issue, 
which was started Noy.

The meetings will 
be at the Masonic Hall in Wellston, 
under the auspices of the Wellston 
business Men’s League: at Weber's 
Hall in Stratmann, at. Kessering’s 
Hall in Pond, and at the opera house 
in Eureka. 

Precinct committeemen of all political 
parties will be in charge of getting out 
the voters in each precinct. They will 
be furnished with automobiles, donated 
by county residents. 

Two-Thirds Vote Needed. 

At the campaign headquarters in Clay- 
ton it was said that every county voter 
who favors good roads should go to the 
polls and cast a vote, because of the 
fact that a two-thirds vote is needed. 

There are 16,000 voters in the county’, 
but the bond issue advocates do not 
think more than 10,000 votes will be cast 
They were still confident today that the 
bond issue would carry by five to one.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—Improvement 


as agreed upon by the House Rivers 
and Harbors Committee, including com- 
pletion of projects already under way 
and maintenance of these completen, 
ageregate a total cost of $10,000,000. 
This sum has been included in the 
$45,000,000 river and harbor bill about ta 
be reported to the House. The bill pro- 
poses $6,720,000 for the Mississippi; $600,000 
for the southwest pass at New Orleans, 
in addition to the £100,000 regularly ap- 
propriated in the sundry civil bili for 
the south -pass. 
For the Missouri River, $1,500,000 has 
been agreed upon for continuing im- 
provements from Kansas City to the 
Mississippi; $50.000 from Kansas City to 
Sioux City and $125,000 from Sioux City 
to Fort Benton, and $75,000 for St. Jo- 
seph.

Grand Duke, realizing the acuteness of 
the danger, backed him up loyally, and 
by July 12 Loesche had everything that 
the general staff could. give him to 
help him hold his line. 

Seven Corps Made Defense. 

Seven magnificent corps with the 
heaviest support of big guns that I had 
yet seen, plus the fact that Loesche 
himself was a clear-headed and cou- 
rageous fighter, ralsed all our spirits te 
a higher point than they had been since 
May. The idea of Loesche was that 
an aggressive defense was the most 
effective kind of defense. 

As far as I have been able te od- 
serve in these big artillery actions the 
only solution is to attack first. If a 
force is able te make even a small ad- 
vance from the fortified line, it at least 
has the pdvantage of being out of the 
zone in which all of the ranges have 
been exactly ascertained, and hence 
fighting is much more favorable to the 
attackers. 

Loesche, feeling this, was straining 
every nerve to anticipate the German 
move by himself launching an attack 
on the German center, held by the Prus- 
sian guards, south of Krasnystay. It 
was felt by the Russians that if this 
point could be broken it would neces- 
sitate the retirement of the Germans 
across the face of the Thirteenth army 
on the line of the Bug. ) 

Russians Pilae First Attack. 

It was hoped that this army might 
advance, threatening the line of the 
German retreat and communications, 
while at the frst success two cavalry 
corps tucked away behind Sokal were 
available for release on the German 


line of transport and supplies. The 
Russians hed an excellent situation po- 
tentially, though as always their great- 
est handicap was shortage of munitions. 

In view of the gravity of the menace 
and the possibility of striking heavily at 
the enemy, other fronts had been 
stripped of supplies, even to the danger 
point, to give Loesche at least a fight- 
ing chance. The German center of 
activity was in front of Erasnystav 
while we were told the flank toward the 
Vistula was held by the Austrians. 

The movement began by an attempt on 
the part of the Austrians to advance 
on Lablin from the southwest. For sev- 
eral Gays they made excellent progress 
driving a hole through the Russian line. 
The fianking corps of Ewarts, who 
stood west and north of Loesche, how- 
ever, solved this problem by making a 
vigorous attack on the Austrian com- 
munications and by co-operation be- 
tween both armies, Ewart’s and 
Loesche’s. 


Slave Take 20,000 Priseners. 
The Austrians came a cropper and 


were cut off from the main body, los- | 


ing over 20,000 prisoners, not to mention 
numerous casualties. These are Rus- 
sian figures, but I accept them because 


I was at Ewarts’ headquarters a few | 
days later and saw his line of communi- | 
cations to the rear literally choked with | 


mile after mile of the dusty, blue clad 
Austrian prisoners. 

Their morale at this time is evident 
from the remark of a certain noncom- 


missioned officer to a Russian’ colonel. | 


“It is lucky for us,”’ he remarked, “that 


the fight came just when it did, for in | 


three days we would have had a corps 
and a half of Germans in support and 
they would never have permitted us to 
surrender.”’ 


The day for the Russian advance had 
actually been set. No doubt the Ger- 
mans knew as soon as we did, for 
their information is perfect. They at- 
tacked two days before. The blow fel! 
op the Krasnystav front, before which 
stood the Third Caucasians and the 
Fourteenth European corps, both of 
which had proven their bravery many 
times. 

Trenches Well Constructed, — 

I had been in both these corps a few 
Gays before and had examined the front 
line trenches held by the Caucasians and 
had up to that time never seen such 
elaborate or well designed field works in 
any theater of operations. A maze of 
trenches were to serve as refuges from 
the bombardment and the front line 
trench itself was covered with heavy 
timbers, on which were piled five or six 
feet of dirt, all~ ell sodded to escape ob- 
servation as far as possible. 

As this corps stood across the high- 
way leading to Krasnystav, Chelm and 
to Brest-Litovek the Germans concen- 
trated their attention on the unfortunate 
Caucasians. I rarely see the German 
papers, but I was told they reported the 
German infantry sweeping the Russians 
out of their trenches with the ba¥onet. 
Thies is not true. 

What happened was that the Rus- 
slang first line was, even as in Galicia, 
practically washed away and its defend- 
ers annihilated, Afterwards I inquired 
to ascertain the casualties in the trench 
T had visited and how it had withstood 
the bombardment. I learned to my 
estonishment that it was practically 
swept away by shelis in two hours and 
that but six men emerged intact from a 
company of 240. 

!Most of Defenders Killed. 

This makes it clear to what extent a 
German infantry dash was responsible 
for the advance on Krasnystav. As one 
Russian staff officer remarxed to me, 
“The German advance on our center was 
not spectacular—simply the Prussian 
guards in column of foure marching 
down the highway. Our defenders were 
mostly killed.’’ 

The Germans were dealing with a new 
man in Loesche, and the break in the 
front line did not in the least upset his 
plans. The guards, three full divisions, 
were ordered up from the reserve and 
fell on the Germans in front of Krasny- 
stav and drove them back. Then came 


: another German advance which took 


them over Krasnystav and threw the

Again the Russians countered and 
drove the Germans back, and again the

Thus the first part of the | 
movement was in favor of the Russians. | 
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Germans massed and came on. After 
the first week it became clear that the 
German strength, with its limitless sup- 
ply of shell, reinforcements and muni- 
tions of all sorts, would not be denied, 
but it became equally clear that the 
driving back of Loésche wag to be no 
advance such as the Germans had in 
Galicia. 


Attacks Fellow Counter Attacks. 


Here it was a big battle and the gain 
of eight miles. A Russian counter at- 
tack and a loss of five miles. A pause 
for a few days and then another Ger- 
man drive, and perhaps six miles gained, 
with again the Russian cvunter attack 
and the Germans thrown back four. 

For two weeks the line cf battle was 
an extended zigzag, representing ad- 
vances here and retreats there, but noth- 
ing decisive or sweeping. anywhere. 
though it was clear that day by day the 
Germans were coming ahead. After the 
first week it was obvious to me that 
Loesche had saved the situation fron, its 
gravest menace, in that he had taken 
the first crash of the German advance. 
and, though he had fallen back, his 
army had been neither croken nor de- 
moralized.

places, and that was the German lack of 
capacity to advance after they had gut- 
ten beyond the range of their supporting 
artillery. I have seen it repeatedly. A 
heavy German artillery action is fol- 
lowed by an infantry attack. The de- 
fenders being largely killed, the Ger- 


| mans may make 10 miles in a day. 


But before the artillery can be moved 


up the Russians deliver a counter at- 


tack and almost “invariably drive back 
th. enemy. It was for this reason that 
the advance on the Chelm-Lublin line 
was so slow. The Germans were quick 
to see that their chances of sweeping 
the Russians before them and rushing 
or to Brest was lost, and from a bid 
for a colossal movement their cam- 
paign in the south settled down to a 
slow and stubborn day by day attack- 
ing operation which was obliged to con- 
tent itself with a few miles advance 
each week instead of the avalanche that 
had been planned. 
Drive Shifted to North. 

During this early movement I twice 
visited the Chelm-Lublin front and was 
in four different corps and at the post- 
tions in many places and I believe they 
prove that my analysis of the action, 
though possibly inexact in detail, is cor- 
rect from the general point of view. 

During these early days we knew that 
fighting was proceeding on the Narew 
north of Warsaw, but up to July 16 to 
2%) the major German objective was un- 
doubtedly the Chelm-Lublin line. As 
soon as it became evident that a quick 
rush Was out of the question in the 
south the fighting in the north sudden- 
ly assumed such violence as to bring 
the realization upon all that the great- 
est danger now lay in the possibility 
of the enemy cutting the Warsaw-Pet- 
rograd Railroad and thus forcing the 
evacuation of the Polish capital.

Prosecutor Recommends 3-Year 
Sentence for Former Owner 
of Hippodrome Hostelry. 


H. F. Sadek, proprietor of the Hippo- 
drome Hotel, Sixth and Walnut streets, 
entered a plea of guilty to arson in the 
second degree before Judge Fisher this 
morning. His arrest followed a fire in 
the hotel April 28, 1915, at which firemen

Cireuit Attorney Harvey told the

HOPES FOR A COMPROMISE 


Washington Belief Is That Oppo- 


sition to President’s Prepared- 
ness Plan‘Is Waning. 


Judge Benjamin F. Clark of the Court 
of Criminal Correction, in a speech be- 
fore 200 retail liquor dealers yesterday 
afternoon at the Army and Navy Club. 
declared that ‘‘with Horace Rumsey in 
the chair of the Excise Commissioner 
and with Ben Clark on the bench of the 
Court of Criminal Correctien, you gen- 
tlemen have two friends that you can 
depend upon.’’ 

Judge Clark appeared as a substitute 
for Commissioner Rumsey, who could. 
not keep his appointment because of a 
death in the family. The Judge said 
that Commissioner Rumsey had tele- 
phoned him, asking him to speak before 
the saloon men in his stead. The invi- 
tations to the meeting asked saloon men 
to hear what the Excise Commissioner 
might have to say concerning the con- 
duct, welfare and future existence of 
the saloon business. in St. Louis and 
Missouri. 

All of Rumsey’s predecessors in 
the excise office, except one, had been 
tyrants, Judge Clark said. He did not 
name the one exception. 

The speaker related how, on one 
occasion Commissioner Rumsey had 
come to him and told him with what 
hizh rezard he hel@ his judicial de- 
cisions, saving that they reassured 
him ‘of his own proper conduct of the 
office of Excise Commissioner. In 
this connection it will be recalled 
that a number of Judge Clark’s de- 
cisions on the bench have beén se- 
verely criticised’ by :the press. 

Commissioner Rumsey had told him, 
Judge Clark said, of criticism a preach- 
er had heaped on both Rumsey and 
Clark. “Col. Rumsey told me,’ Judge 
Clark declared, “that he didn’t care 
what they said about him, and that 
they could go to the devil as long as he 
knew what he was doing was right.”’ 

“Humsey Broad-Gauged.” 

Judge Clark asserted that Commission- 
er Rumsey was “a broad-gauged max 
who wants to do what is right. He de- 
clared Commissioner Rumsey would up- 
hold the saloon men as long as they did 
what is right. 

“The saloon business,” Judge Clark 
continued, ‘is just as honorable as any 
other; in fact, in many respects there 
is more honor among saloon men than 
you will find down at the Merchants’ 
Exchange. 

“I know that you want to do right, 


j 
and that you will do right of your own 


volition, and not because of the’ exist- 
ence of any law. You can make your 
calling entirely respectable.” 

Urges Unity: of Action. 

Judge Clark urged unity of action on 
the part of saloon men, and asked that 
they support the Liquor Dealers’ Be- 
nevolent Association, under the auspices 
of which the meeting was held. 


Frequent applause greeted Judge 


TY Clark’s remarks, and when he conclud- 


ed his speech, John P. Pensa, presi- 
dent of the association, said: 

“We owe a great deal to these two 
distinguished gentlemen, Col. Rumsey 
and Judge Clark. They are your friends 
and my friends, and they will fight our 
cause at any cost.’’ 


At Pensa’s suggestion a rising vote }-

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PUBLIO SCHOOL COLLECTIONS. 

The success of the proposed Elephant Day in 
the public schools of St. Louis, authorized by 
the Board of Education, is assured. It needed 
but one thing to assure it, and that was the 
rabid opposition of the Post-Dispatch, which 
never by any chance advocated anything it did 
not staré or which it could not twist into a ve- 
hicle for self-glorification.—Editorial in to- 
day’s Republic. 

“The rabid opposition” of which the Republic 
complains is our condemnation of the use of the 
public schools as agencies for the collection of 
funds and, particularly, the offer of a prize to the 
school which collects the most money, thus insti- 
tuting an odious competition and comparison be- 
tween schools in wealthy sections and schools 
in poor sections; between the children of the 
rich and the children of the poor in the pub- 
lic schools. We believe that the children in the 
public schools, many of whose parents are un- 
able to contribute to funds, should be free from 
the burden of money collections authorized by the 
public school authorities. The poor children should 
not be subjected to the humiliation of a com- 
parison of their poverty with the wealth of the 
more fortunate. We hold this use of the public 
schools to be wrong in principle and wrong in pol- 
icy. It is a bad precedent and will prove a curse 
to the schools and the school authorities.

PUBLICITY IN NAMING JUDGES. e 
A’ proposal of recent years was that all in- 
dorsements and' recommendations on which the 
executive acts in making appointments to Fed- 
eral judicial positions shall be made public. A 
more effective form of publicity is that resulting 
from’the procedure now being followed in the 
Brandeis case. The Senate Committee perhaps 
has made just as searching an inquiry into the 
qualifications of other nominees for the Supreme 
Court, but has done it in secret session. This 
is the first time the eligibility of a prospective 
Justice has been canvassed publicly. 
Had a like investigation making known the 
professional career, opinions, affiliations and 
mental attitudes of Judges been pursued in the 
past, the public would have had fewer illusions 
as ,to the motives with which certain Judges 
acted in cases of vital importance. The very 
fact that such Judges would know that the 
public would have fewer illusions as to their 
conduct on the bench might have exerted a 
wholesome influence.

After he comes in off 
the road he has a vigorous rubdown, 
followed by a rest of two hours, and 
then has dinner. 

After dinner Frank, armed with an 
ax, goes to the woods a short distance 
from his hotel, and for three hours 
does nothing but chop down trees. To 
chop down a half dozen seems nothing 
to him. After this he has another rub- 
down, and after a short rest spends 
about an hour skating. This is fol- 
lowed by a heavy supper and promptly 
at 7 bells Dorgan leads Frank to his 
room and puts him under the covers.

Moran will go through this routine daily 
until he leaves for New Yark Saturday 
night.

Whereas Comiskey bought a lot of 
friendship, Murphy would not bend an 
inch.
